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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the power converter of 
claim 1 , the PFC boost converter of claim 2, the PFC boost converter feedback loop of 
claim 2, the DC-DC power converter of claim 3, the DC-DC converter feedback loop of 
claim 3, the power converter as claimed in claim 1 in combination with the PFC boost 
converter claimed in claim 2, and the power converter as claimed in claim 1 in 
combination with the DC-DC power converter claimed in claim 3 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims 
riddled with language inconsistencies and claim limitations that lack antecedent basis. The 
examiner is providing some examples of the errors found, the applicant is requested to find and 
correct all remaining errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Examples of inconsistency and language lacking antecedent basis: the lines voltage 
(claim 1), the power converter (claim 1), the power converter and PFC boost converter of (claim 
2; are they the same converter?), the PFC boost converter feedback loop (claim 2), the load 
(claim 2), the output voltage (claim 2), the magnitude (claim 2), (the DC-DC power converter 
and the power converter of claim 1, are they the same converter?), the DC-DC power converter 
feedback loop (claim 3), the amplitude (claim 4), said green voltage (claim 5), the rising and 
falling edge (claim 6), the pulse width (claim 6), the maximum duty cycle (claim 9), the 
frequency (claim 9), the maximum magnitude (claim 10), said green voltage (claim 10), the 
ground reference (claim 1 1), the voltage source (claim 1 1), said first state (claim 12), said second 
state (claim 12), said third state (claim 12), said fourth state (claim 12), said fifth state (claim 
12), ad nauseum... 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection(s) set forth in this Office action, supra. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a PFC-PWM controller having interleaved 
switching having a power manager generating a discharge current and a burst signal, an 
oscillator generating a ramp, slope and pulse signal, and a sequencer generating a first enable 
signal to control the PFC signal, and a second enable signal to control the PWM signal 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 6,700,764 Tan discloses an integrated power factor correction and MOSFET 
integrated circuit. 

US 5,870,294 Cyr discloses a PFC-PWM converter.
